Claims 1-3 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by NCBI database accession No. P05908- The prior art 
sequence is a variant of Tat with asparigine in position 23. therefore, the claims are anticipated by the pnor art. 

Claims 1-3 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over NCBI database accession No. P05908. The 
claimed mvention is known in the art cannot be said to have an inventive step.
